The firſt object of our zeal was the Giver: 
gon of the. Indians; and it ſhould ſeem no 
difficult talk to Thfltiente' the minds of men, 
whe have few religious notions of their own 
growth, and appear to have no ſtrong pre- 


judices in favour of them. Such minds one 


would think might eaſily be led to receive a 
religion of the moſt fimple form, conſiſting of 
a few great luminous prinoiples, and incul- 
cating plain rules of life and conduct, Whieh 
muſt approve their uſefulneſs in deſarts, as 

as well as in cities.” Such dectrines, founded 


on Divine authority, would, in all appearance, 
da particularly welcome, where the reftraihts 


ef law and gevernment have hut little force. 
Vet it has happened Fontrary to our hopes, 
that 
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chat t — of the goſpel has been of 
ſmall efficacy amongſt the Indians. The ſa⸗ 
gacity for which they are remarkable ſeems 


to be of a partial kind, and to partake more 
of inſtinct than of reaſon. They can employ 


great art to obtain their ends ; to procure What 


they deſire ; or to gain & fuperiority over an 
enemy: but their paſſions and babits pro- 


ceeding always in one narrow track, they have 


| neither reliſh- nor diſcernment for the cleareſt 
truths, to which they have not been accuſtomed. 


After ſhewing the greateſt addreſs and ecurage 
in ſubduing or ſurpriſing an enemy;' they can- 
not comprehend that it would be generous not 
to torture him and that it would be wile to 
give ſuch treatment as they would ' with te 
receive. They have beſides an untdnicable 
lavage - ſpirit, which has refuſed to hear the 


VOtee of inſtruction. z which: has obſtinarely re- 


jected the, arts and impfovements of the Eu- 
ropeans, and has hitherto only N le 


moſt beaſtly of, theix vines. fie b i 


For theſe reaſons, though we ought not to 


. our. endeavours, yet I fear we have 


lierte reaſon to hope fon their: converſſon, till 


ſome great change i in their manners: has made 
them abandon their ſavage vagrant life, and 
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prepared, then (far the diſeipline of law and 
religion. -.ancibal od game vogoffle Tin 
But 4 more; promiſing field is opened to our 
hopes, in the populqus provinces of our'own 
colonies. The tapid:increaſe of their numbers 
on evety ſide, in à country where the means 
of ſubſiſtence are eaſy and: open; together with 
the perpetual acceſſion of inhabitants from 
Europe, are continually forming new congre- 
gations. . Now : knowledge of all kinds will 
probably. be rare amongſt men Who are enter! 
ing into the firſt rudiments of ſociety; and 
while. their attention is bent on procuring the 
neceſſaries of life, it is not to be expected that 
they ſhould be either diligent or ſueceſsful 
in the improvement of religious knowledge. 
Here therefore the inſtructions that are con- 
veyed to them by the liberality of this Society, 
may be of eſſential and durable ſervice. This 
is ſowing the good ſeed in a fruitful foil; and 
what is ſo planted may produce returns of a 
hundred fold, and afford fruit and nouriſn- 
ment to future generations. Allow me to in- 
dulge a little the pleaſure of contemplating i in 
proſpect the good that may refult | in after 
times n _ our labour of love. 466A 
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Fellüpe ths mY of hiſtory have never 
afforded a more grateful ſpectacle to a bene- 
volent and philoſophick mind, than the growth 
and progreſs of the Britiſh colonies in North 
America, We ſee a number of ſcattered ſet- 
tlements, formed at firſt for the purpoſes of 
trade, or from a ſpirit of enterprize; to pro- 
cure a maintenance, or to enjoy the exerciſe of 
their religion, which in thoſe unhappy days 
was refuſed them at home, growing by de- 
| grees,” under the protection of their mother- 
country, who treated them with the indul- 
gence due to their weakneſs and infancy, into 
little ſeparate ''common-wealths: Placed in a 
climate, that ſoon became fruitful and healthy 
by their induſtry ; 5 Poſſefing that liberty which 
was the natural! gro-w-tk of their own country, 
and ſebured by her power againſt foreign ene- 
mies, they ſeem to have been intended, as a 
ſolitary experimeut, to iſtruet ithe world to 
what improvements and happineſs” mankind 
Will natufally attain, when they are ſuffered to 
uſe their own prudence, in ſearch of their own 
intereſt; I muſt repeat it again as an obſerva- 
tion not unworthy of this audience and this 
ocoaſion, that there is no! inſtance in! the re- 
cords of time, where infant colonies have been 
treated with ſuch a juſt and liberal indulgence. 
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Had theſe ſettlements, been left to ſhift for | 


themſelves, they wont have periſhed and been 


ſwept away by the rough courſe. of accidents, 


like ſeeds that. are ſcattered by the winds, _ 


Which nat one in A thouſand. take root and 


come to maturity. Had they been planted. by 


any, kingdom but our On, the inhabitants 
would have carried with them the chains and 


oppreſſion, to which they had been inured at 
home: they would, have been: ſubje& to. the 
ſchemes of miniſters, and favourites, and have 
ſuffered more from their ignorange than from 


their rapine. At beſt they could only have 
| hoped to be conſidered as the live ſtock upon 
a lucrative farm, which might ſometimes be 


ſuffered to thrive for the fake of it's. produce. 
But Britain from the beginning has treated 


her colonies i in a very different manner. She 
has not ſold them her protection at the price of 
their liberty; ſhe has always been ready to 


encourage their induſtry, to relieve;their wants, 
and to revenge their injuries ; and has fought 


no other advantage from ſo generous a con- 


duct, but the mutual beneſit ariſing to diſtant 
countries from the ſupply of each ather's wants. 
Adhering to theſe maxims, ſh& has continued to

3 in a ſurpriſing encreaſe of national 
greatneſs; while her proſperous colonies are 
ſpreading without interruption over a vaſt con- 


tinent, that may in a few centuries rival the 


commerce, the arts and the power of Europe. 


It is difficult for man to look into the deſtiny 


of future ages. The deſigns of Providence are 
too vaſt and complicated, and our own powers 
are too narrow, to admit of much ſatisfaction 
to our curiofity. But when we ſee many 
great and powerful cauſes conſtantly at work, 
we cannot doubt of their producing propor- 


tionable effects. The colonies in North Ame 


rica have not only taken root and acquired 
ſtrength; but ſeem haſtening with an accele- 
rated progreſs to ſuch a powerful ſtate, as may 
introduce a new and important change in hu- 
man affairs. Defcended from anceſtors of the 
moſt improved and enlightened part of the old 
world, they receive as it were by inheritance 
all the improvements and diſcoveries of their 


mother- country. And it happens fortunately 
for them to commence their flouriſhing ſtate 


at a time when the human underſtanding has 
attained to the free uſe of it's powers, and has 
learned to act with vigour and certainty. They 
may avail themſelves not only of the experience 


and induſtry, but even of the errors and miſtakes 
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of ferther . Let it be conſidered for how 


many ages great part of the world appears not 
to have thought at all; how many more they 


have been buſied in forming ſyſtems and con- Y 


jectures ; while reaſon has been loſt in a laby- 


rinth of words, and they never ſeem to have 


ſuſpected, on what frivolous matters their minds 
were employed. And let it be well underſtood, 
what rapid improvements, what important [ 
diſcoveries have been made in a few years, by 
a few countries, with our own at their head, 

which have at laſt diſcovered the right method 

of uſing their faculties. May we not reaſon- 

ably expect that a number of provinces, poſ- 
ſeſſed of theſe advantages, and quickened by 
mutual emulation, with only the common pro- 
greſs of the human mind, ſhould very confi- 


derably enlarge the boundaries of ſcience. The 


vaſt continent itſelf, over which they are gra- 


dually ſpreading, may be conſidered. as a trea- 


ſure, yet untouched, of natural productions, 
that ſhall hereafter afford ample matter for 
commerce and. contemplation. And if we re- 
fle what a ſtock of knowledge may be accu- 
mulated by the conſtant progreſs of induſtry 


and obſervation, fed with freſh ſupplies from 


the ſtores of nature, aſſiſted ſometimes by thoſe 
happy ftrokes of chance, which mock. all the 


: panes of . and ſometimes by thoſe 
ſuperior 
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ſuperior characters which ariſe occafionally to 
inſtruct and enlighten the world ; it is difficult 
even to imagine to what heighth of i improve- 
ment their diſcoveries may extend. . 

And perhaps they may make as GN | 
advances in the arts of civil government and 
the conduct of life. 

We have reaſon to be proud, and even jealous, 
of our excellent conſtitution. But thoſe equi- 
table principles on which it was formed, an 
equal repreſentation, (the beft diſcovery of 
political wiſdom) and a juſt and commodious 
diſtribution of power, Which with us were 
the price of civil wars, and the reward of the 
virtues and ſufferings of our anceſtors, deſcend 
to them as a natural inheritance, without toil 
or pain, But muſt they reſt here as in the 
utmoſt effort of human genius? Can chance 
and time, the wiſdom and the experience of 
publick men, ſuggeſt no new remedy againſt the 
evils, their vices and ambition are perpetually 
apt to cauſe? May they not hope, without 
preſumption, to preſerve a greater zeal for 
piety and publick devotion than we have done? 
For ſure it can hardly happen to them, as it 
has to us, that when religion is beſt under- 
| ſtood and rendered moſt pure and reaſonable, 


that then ſhould be the preciſe tim e, when many 
ESO b 2 ü ceaſe 
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. to believe REV practiſe it, and all in ge- 


neral become moſt indifferent to it. May they 
not poſſibly be more ſucceſsful than their 


mother-country has been, in preſerving that re- 
verence and authority, which is due to the laws? 
to thoſe who make? and to thoſe who execute 


them? May not a method be invented of procur- 
ing ſome tolerable ſhare of the comforts of life 


to thoſe inferior uſeful ranks of men, to whoſe 


induſtry we are indebted for the whole ? Time 


and diſcipline may diſcover ſome means to cor- 
rect the extreme inequalities of condition e 
tween the rich and the poor, ſo dangerous 
to the innocence and the happineſs of both. 


They may fortunately be led by habit and 
choice to deſpiſe that luxury, which is con- 
ſidered with us as the true enjoyment of 


wealth. They may have little reliſh for that 
ceaſeleſs hurry of amuſements, which is pur- 


ſued in this country without pleaſure, exer- 
a or employment. And perhaps after try- 
ſome of our follies and caprices, and re- 


[ 8 . the reſt, they may be led by reaſon 1 
and experiment to that old ſimplicity, which 


was firſt pointed out by nature, and has pro- 
duced thoſe models which we ſtill admire in 
arts, eloquence and manners. The diverſity 


of new ſcenes and ſituations, which ſo many 
growing ſtates muſt neceſſarily paſs through, may 


intr 0 
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introduce changes in the fluctuating opinions 
and manners of men, which we can form no con- 
ception of. And not only the gracious. diſ- 
poſition of Providence, but the viſible prepa- 
ration of cauſes, ſeems to indicate ſtrong ten- 
dencies towards a general improvement. 
And I hope that theſe matters, which I have 
preſumed to dwell upon perhaps a little too 
minutely, will not appear totally foreign to 
the preſent occaſion, if we reflect that to what- 
ever limits the population of our colonies may 
extend, whatever ſtates and kingdoms they may 
form; through all the progreſs of their fortunes 
and proſperity ; the labours of this Society will 
probably continue to operate with an increaſing 
influence. That ſober and reaſonable ſenſe of 
duty, which has been taught under our direction 
to a few ſcattered villages, may give it's charac- 
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powerful ſtate. The weak and imperfect fruits 
we reap at preſent may bear no higher pro- 
portion to the future benefits that may ariſe, 
than that of a few ſcattered leeds | to the ful- 
neſs of the harveſt. 

And perhaps, the diſintereſted zeal of this 
Society for the inſtruction of our brethren in 
North America, may tend to revive that union 
and cordiality between the mother-country 


ter hereafter to the religion and morals of a 


and i it 8 colonies, which for the common utility 
ought 
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ought never to have been interrupted. It is dy 
no means decent. from this place to cenſure the 
conduct of our ſuperiors, or even to ſuppoſe it 

blameable ; but ſurely as good ſubjects we may 
wiſh and endeavour to heal the wounds of our 

country, without enquiring by what hand they 
were inflicted. We may, and I think we 

ought to wiſh, that the true intereſt of the 
whole extenſive community may govern our 
future conteſts, and regulate all our claims. 
Our mutual relation was formed, and has hi- 
therto ſubſiſted, by a perpetual communication 
of benefits. We want the produce of foils 
and climates, that differ ſo much from our 
own ; and they will long have occaſion for the 
fruits of our arts, our induſtry and our ex- 


perience. And ſhould they ever ceaſe to want 
our protection, which as long as we render it 


beneficial to them they never will ; yet we may 
ſtill continue united in intereſt, in commerce 
and the grateful remembrance of old ſervices. 
May the wiſe and good on both ſides, without 
enquiring too curiouſly into the grounds of paſt 
animoſities, endeavour -by all prudent means 
to reſtore that old publick friendſhip and confi- | 


dence, which made us great, happy and vic- 


torious. To countries ſo _— E it * 


. 


to the interpretation of charter 14 written 
| laws. 
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laws. Such diſcuſſions excite jealouſy, and 
intimate an unfriendly diſpoſition. It is com- 
mon utility, mutual wants and mutual ſervices, 

that ſhould point out the true line of ſubmiſſion 
and authority. Let them reſpe& the power that 


ſaved them; and let us always love the compa- 
nions of our dangers and our glories. If we 


conſider their proſperity as making part of our 
own, we ſhall feel no jealouſy at their improve- 
ments: and they will always chearfully ſubmit 
to an authority, which they find is exerciſed in- 
variably to the common advantage. During all 
our happy days of concord, partly from our 

national moderation, and partly from the wif- 
dom, and ſometimes perhaps from the careleſs- 
neſs of our miniſters, they have been truſted 
in a good meaſure with the entire manage- 


ment of their affairs: and the ſucceſs they 


have met with ought to be to us an ever me- 
morable proof, that- the true art of govern- 
ment conſiſts. in not governing too much. 


And why ſhould friendſhip and gratitude, and 


long attachments, which inſpire all the reliſh 
and ſweetneſs of private life, be ſuppoſed to 


be of no weight in the intercourſe between 


great communities? Theſe are principles of 
human nature, which a& with much greater 


certainty on numbers than on individuals. If

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tive of; hs nobleſt . 3 engl; at all events, 
will neither leſſen the extent of our power, 


nor ſhorten the duration of it. 


When things are on ſo reaſonable a ſooting, 
if there ſhould happen to be any errors in 
government, they will ſoon be corrected by 
the friendly diſpoſition of the people; and the 
endeavours to ſeparate the intereſt of the colo- 
nies from that of Great Britain will be received 
with the indignation, that is due to the artifices 
of factious men, who wiſh to grow eminent by : 
the misfortunes of their country. 

Even in that future ſtate of independency, 
which ſome amongſt them ignorantly wiſh for, 
but which for their true intereſt can never be 
too long delayed; the old and prudent will 
often look back on their preſent happineſs with 
regret and conſider the peace and ſecurity, the 
ſtate of viſible improvement, and brotherly 
equality, which they enjoyed under the pro- 
tection of their mother-country, as the true 
golden age of America. 

I need not ſuggeſt how favourable thoſe diſ- 
poſitions muſt prove to the reception of the 
religious and benevolent doctrines, which it is 
the buſineſs of this Society to propagate. Under 
a mutual inclination to peace and gcod will, 
the leſſons of piety we teach will be heard

not only. diſcontent and faction, but the real 
ditfficulties of tf the extent, the fluctuation

vaſt acceſſion of diſtant territory, the art of 
governing which we are yet to learn. Our 


colonies are riſing into ſtates and nations. 


The extreme boundaries of the world are open 


ing to our view; and regions, unknown to our 
fathers, may ſoon become the objects of con- 
tention. In this great ſhifting ſcene of human 


affairs, the concerns of this extenſive empire 


are growing every year into more importance 
and dignity... It behoyes us to adopt ſome plan 


of conduct, that ſhall be ſuitable to our ſituation 
and the high character we ſuſtain. The in- 


tereſt of Britain, conſidered ſingly by. itſelf, 
ought not at preſent to be the ſole; and in a 


few ages may not be the moſt conſiderable ob- 


| ject of attention. We have already tried what

A great liberal compact ſpirit i is Funk- 
ing; ſuch as has appeared but rarely in mo- 
dern times, but was better known to the an- 


cients; which, without computing and calcu» 


lating what d ſtrictly due, can extort affection 
and gratitude. by publick ſervices; which can 


ſacrifice little and even great intereſts to the 


eſtabliſnment of a ſolid permanent authority, 
founded on juſtice and moderation: which 


permitting it's ſubjects to enjoy and improve 
all their natural advantages, can always avail 


itſelf of their wealth and numbers for the de- 
fence or the glory of the empire; and is ſure 
to find the moſt powerful reſources of yn 
ment in their friendthip and love. 


We preſume not to inſtruct our rulers in the 
: e of government: but it is the proper 
office of a preacher of the goſpel of peace, to 


point out the laws of juſtice and equity which 
muſt ultimately regulate the happineſs of ſtates 
as well as of individuals: and which are no 


other in effect than thoſe benevolent chriſtian 


morals which it is the province of this Society 
to teach, transferred from the duties of private 
life to the adminiſtration of publick affairs. 
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In fac, by. what, bond af union ſhall; we | 
hold. together the members of. this great em- 
pire, diſperſed and ſeattered as theʒ lx over the 
face of the earth? No power can be ſwiſt or 
extenſive enough to anſwer the purpoſe. Some 
art muſt de employed to intereſt all the diſtant 
parts in che preſet vation of thermihole:3 which 
can onlyn be effected by ſenving. obliging and 
protecting them. It ought not to be the firſt 
object i In contemplation, what we: are to get by 
them; but how we can beſt improve, affiſt 
and reward them 3. by what benefits we may 
procure their happineſs and win their affection. 
But is government then intitled to no emolu- 
ments in recompence for all its cares? I anſwer, 
that they who have the heart to do good to 
thoſe who depend upon them, will always 
meet with an ample return. None are ſo ſure 
to reap the benefits of the ſoil, as they who 
have ſpared. no expence: in the cultivation. 
And it is univerſally true, that the more we 
exact from our ſubjects, the leſs we ſhall gain 
from them. BouNTIFULNESS 18 A PIEN-

„ DuRRTH TOR EVIR . Let the diſtant. na- 
tions, ; that: depend upon us, be made to know ; 
and; feel that they awe: their pece and happi- 
neſs, to our protection. Let them be encou- 


raged to conſider themſelves not as our ſlaves,

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but as Our friends and brethren. And let us 
endeavour to wipe away the tears from the poor 
oppreſſed natives of India; and ſuffer them, if 
poſſible, to enjoy ſome taſte of the legal ſecu- 
rity and civil liberty, which renders life dear 
to ourſelves ; which are bleffings hitherto un- 
known to thoſe climates, but more grateful to 
the heart of man, than all the fruits and odours 
which nature has laviſhed upon them. 
This righteouſneſs and mercy, which i is due 
to all men, but eſpecially to thoſe who © are un- 
der our protection, is the law of nature, the 
command of religion, and it ought to be the 
firſt and leading maxim of civil policy. But 
it is amazing how flowly in all countries the 
principles of natural juſtice, which are ſo evi- 
dently neceffary in private life, have been ad- 
mitted into the adminiſtration of publick 
affairs. Not many ages ago, it was cuſto- 
mary to engage in. war without a reaſona- 
ble cauſe! or. provocation, and to carry it on 
without humanity or mercy. Since then, it 
is Happily become neceſſary for ſtates to ex- 
plain their motives, and juſtify their conduct, 
before they begin to deſtroy their fellow-crea- 
fares. And bleſſed be his memory who firſt 
tau gut the ſoldier to ſpare the uſeful Bufſband- | 
ny. and to feel a Horror at. the 1 of | 
innocent blood, . þ 5 | 
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| 1. . . aalicuar; governments: ſuch 
as it is, from the earlieſt times to keep diſtant 
provinces and colonies under the moſt ſevere 
reſtraints and ſubjection. Vet when thoſe re- 
ſtraints have been removed, the mother- country 


has always been a great gainer by the advan- 


tages ſhe. has [communicated to her ſubjects. 


Indeed it is a truth, not more important than 


it is evident and obvious, that the moſt ſure 
and effectual method of receiving good from 
men is to do good to them; 3 or, as St. Paul 
beautifully expreſſes 8 20; PROVOKE ONE 
„% ANOTHER TO GOOD WORKS” But the. 
minds of men are not ſufficiently prepared and 
enlightened by experience to adopt it in prac- 
tice. A time, I doubt not, will come, in the 


| progreflive i improvement of human affairs, when 


the checks and reſtraints we lay on the induſtry 
of our fellow-ſubje&s, and the jealouſies we 


conceive at their proſperity, will be conſidered 
as the effects of a miſtaken policy, prejudicial 
to all parties, but chiefly to ourſelves: It 
would be a noble effort of virtuous ambition 


to anticipate this diſcovery; to break through 


the prejudices and ſelfiſh ſpirit of the age; to 
find a better path to our true intereſt; and to 


make our country great, and powerful, and 


rich, not by force or fraud, but * juſtice,

who are communicants. He performs duty 


twice every Sunday to a regular congregation, 
and feels the beneficial effects of the Gover- 
nor's late appointment of civil magiſtrates, in 
the good order to which it hath contributed. 
The reſidents, during the preceding winter, 
were 307 men, half Proteſtants, and half Pa- 
piſts; 114 women, all Proteſtants excepting

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By a letter from the Rev. Mr. Coughlan 
Miſſionary at Harbour Grace, the Society ae 2 
informed, that he hath baptiſed 55 infants, 
married 9 couple, buried 9 corpſes, and ad- 
miniſtered the ſacrament to 200 communi- 
cants.

Mr. Griggs, Schoolmaſter at Harbour Grace, 
aſſures the Society, that ſince the laſt year he 
hath ſpared no pains to increaſe his ſchool;

one, as well as from other difficulties, his endea- 
vours have hitherto been rendered in a great 


meaſure unfruitful.

vented from adminiſtering on Whitſunday by 
a fire in the woods, which conſumed 3o farms, 
and would have laid the whole town of Lu- 
nenburgh in aſhes, if the wind had not happily 
ſhifted. 
The Rev. Mr. Delaroche, Miſſionary to the 
French at Lunenburgh, acquaints the Society, 
that he hath prevailed upon his congregation 
to agree to the building of a French ſchool, 
with an yearly allowance to the Maſter of 40 
buſhels of grain, and 24 chords of wood.

The Rev. Mr. John Beach, Miſſionary at 
New-town, writes, that he hath been 40 years in 
the Society's ſervice, in all which time he hath 
never omitted the performance of divine ſervice, . 
(two Sundays only excepted, when he was 
diſabled by ficknefs) although his churches 
are 9 miles aſunder, and the- road between 


them not very good; and though he himſelf
